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Why Country is 
Not Developing 


‘The Winnipeg Mir 
issue, contained the following: “Win- 
nipeg played hosts last week to a 
party of Minnesota editors, one of 
whom upon his return to his home 
town had the following remarks to 
make in his paper (The Greenbush 
Tribune): 

“On Saturday morning the party 
was taken through the big Eaton de- 
partment store and mail order house. 

“This is an immensq institution, 
but has been built up at the expense 
of the rural communities, While Min- 
nesota has hundreds of thriving vil- 
lages, with fine schools, good churches 
and plenty of amusement centres, you 
find mostly sidings in the part of 
Canada we have seen, There’s a rea- 
son. People who trade at home build 
a home market, instead of building 
up a great industrial centre here 
and there. ‘ 

“When Mayor Webb was departing 
the fact that Manitoba did not have 
the population it should have, the rea- 
son was very plain to be seen. Can- 
ada has been losing population no 
doubt because community life is not 
developed. It is the thriving villages 
that form community centres, and 
make the people more contented to 
stay on the farms, Villages are the 
community centres, but villages can- 
not do and exist where establishments 
like Batons are pulling all the money 
to the cities. Villages and towns of 
from 400 to 2,000 population use up 
considerable food in a year and create 
a ‘home market for at least a part of 
the farm product. Besides they make 
possible good schools, churches and 
enlarged social life. 

“Tf Canada is to develop she must 
develop her villages, have her local 
newspapers and good home stores and 
entertainment - céntres.

Notice that last remark: “Railroad 
sidings will not build up an agricul- 
tural community.”

Avejding the 
Farm Fires 


Owing to the increased losses to 
farm property caused by fire and to 
the higher rates of insurance which 
are being levied, it may be of some 
interest to_examine the chief causes 
of farm fires and the 
which they may be avoided. The rate 
of insurance on farm property has 
been materially increased during the 
last ten years. This increase varies 
With different territories, but average 
from 50 to 75 per cent above the rate 
prevailing ten years ago. However, 
notwithstanding this increase in the 
rates, fire insurance companies paid 
in losses on farm property in Canada 
from 1921 to 1924, inclusive, 20 per 
cent more than they received in pre- 
miums. 

Farm property is more liable to suf- 
fer loss by fire than city property. 
Barns are always constructed of 
wood, while straw and hay are always 
present, 

Threshing engines operate close to 
barns filled with. grain and straw. 
Moreover, as there is rarely any ade- 
quate means of fighting fires on the 
farm, when a fire does start, it fre- 
quently destroys completely all the 
buildings and their contents.. As the 


insurance payment does not cover the, 


entire value of the property destroy- 
ed, considerable ldss is always suf- 
fered by every fire. The greatly in- 
creased cost of building makes the 
replacement ofany building very ex- 
pensive. Moreover, the inconvenience 
after the fire and the danger to life 
caused by the fire renders necessary 
the exercise of all possible care to 
prevent it, 
fires are caused by carelessness, 
While the prevention of fire is by 
all means the best method of control, 
nevertheless, when a fire does start, 
'Some effective means should be ready 


[to extinguish it. The main point is} 


ito quench the fire when it is small 
as soon as it is detected. One of the 
best types of fire equipment for farm 
use is the placing of a number of fire 
buckets full of water in convenient 
places in the house and barns, These 
buckets should be used only in case 
of fire and not for any other purpose. 
They should always be kept covered 
to prevent evaporation so that the 
ase would be available whenever 
needed. The smothering of small 
ifires with a blanket is very effective. 
In case of oil or gasoline fires, it ig 
unwise to use water as this merely 
spreads the flames; ashes, sand or 
earth, even from flower pots, are very 
effective in smothering this type of 
fire. A long ladder which will reach 
the roof of the house and the barn, 
ishould be kept in some place where it 
will be easily accessible. Finally, 
the person fighting the fire should 
1 keep cool so that a fire may be fought 
more intelligently. Sometimes, in 
the excitement, an important means 
of controlling the fire is completely

THE CARE OF THE PIANO 


Though perhaps the most expensive 
article in the household, the piano is 
usually the most neglected.

GOOD ADVICE 


Viscount Grey, of Fllodon, has been 
giving some timely advice to the boys 
of Bpsom College on the benefits of 
walking. “Keep your legs,” was the 
counse! of Lord Grey to the young 
ntudents. He warned them against 
giving up walking and riding bicycles 
because the means of communication 
have been so much improved, and 
said even a middle-aged man is bet- 
ter for walking twenty miles a day 
or riding fifty on a wheel. 

Viscount Grey is doubtful whether 
all the modern mechanical contriv- 
ances which have become part of 
every-day life are of benefit to hu- 
manity and warned his audience 
against neglecting their minds and 
bodies because mechanial genius has 
devised ways and means of amusing 
persons without requiring them to 
make any effort on their own behalf. 

Lord Grey’s advice is as necessary 
and timely for both old and young 
in the western world as it was for 
the youth of England. With the com- 
ing of the motor car, and the more 
recent bringing of it within the reach 
of people of very modest means, the 
habit of walking is in danger of fall- 
ing into disuse. If the cheap car and 
the instalment plan of payment 
should result in the abandonment of 
one of the most healthful and pleasure 
giving forms of exercise, Henry Ford 
and those who have cooperated with 
him in facilating the exchange of legs 
for wheels, are incurring a tremend- 
ous responsibility, 

The motor car, of course, has its ad- 
vantages and pleasures, and in. busi- 
ness today it has become a necessity.

Clear skies, bracing sea air, green lawns and 
spring blossoms, may all be found there, in mid Janu- 
ary. Leaving the prairie grain fields, where next 
spring’s wheat nestles warm beneath a thick blanket 
of snow, crossing the mountains whose passes are 
topped by snow buried peaks, here spring in all its 
wealth of verdure greets the traveller. There is a 
charm about Victoria harbour, not shared by many. 
For where landing places generally are unsightly, and 
a distance from the beauties of the city, the docks of 
Victoria are a part of its attractions. Very fine is 
the approach. The short way to the stately old 
Empress hotel is like the carriage drive to an English 
castle. On the right are the green lawns fronting 
Parliament buildings, perhaps the finest in Canada.

| Here and There | | 


The financial statement of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway issued at 
Montreal for the seven months of 
1926 ending July 81st, shows the 
large increase in the net profits of 
$6,691,801.52 over the net profits for 
the first seven months of 1925. The 
fross earnings were $101,826,207.11, 
as compared with $90,348,867.75 for 
the first seven months of 1925, 


Unofficial estimates prepared by 
the authorities of the Department 
of Commerce, Washington, estimated 
that Americans visiting Canada 
this year would spend approximately 
$190,000,000. This estimate was in- 
timated to be very conservative and 
that it was more than likely that 
the amount would exceed the $200,- 
000,000 mark. 


Announcement was made recently 
over the signature of E. N. Todd, 
freight traffic manager, Canadian 
Pacific Railway, of the appointment 
of D. A. Wanklyn as Industrial Com- 
missioner of the Railway, with offi- 
ces in Montreal. Mr. Wanklyn 
replaces Graham W. Curtis, who 
has resigned, to fill the position of 
general manager for Montreal Rail 
and Water Terminals, Limited. 


Otto H. Kahn, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Company, accompanied 
by a party of internationally known 
financiers of New York, visited the 
National Exhibition at Toronto re- 
cently. Mr. Kuhn, who is perhaps 
the leading art and music patron of 
the United States, addressed a lunch- 
eon of the directors of the [xhibi- 
tion on September 2nd, the day of 
the Exhibition, which was set aside 
as ‘Music Day.” 


It is understood that purchases in 
Canada of 5,000 railway cars may 
result from the visit of the engincer- 
ing expert, Mr. Vandergulcht, and 
the Transport Commissariat’s rep- 
resentative, Mr. Baronsky, who have 
been delegated by the Soviet Re- 
public to investigate the possibility 
of securing this number in Canada, 
They have also been instructed to 
make a study of the organization of 
the Canadian railway shops and the 
repair methods in general. 


Three wolf cubs were caught re- 
cently near Lake Doucelle in North- 
ern Ontario by Arthur Beauvais, 
well-known driver of the Chateau 
Frontenac dog team at Quebec, and 
will be trained by Beauvais for the 
harness. He is confident that by 
mingling the wolves with huskie 
puppies for several months they will 
lose some of their wolfish nature 
and make an attractive addition to 
the Chateau team. Beauvais states 
that, while wolves have endurance, 
they have not the “heart” of a 
huskie dog. 


Two world’s swimming records were 
established at the Crystal Gardens 
swimming pool at Victoria recently, 
when Ethel McGarry, of New York, 
swam 880 yards in 12 minutes and 
41 seconds, or nine seconds better 
than the previous woman’s record 
for this event; and when Agnes 
Gerahty, also of New York, clipped 
five and two-fifths seconds off the 
previous record for 200 yards, by 
completing the distance in three 
minutes and 12 and three-fifths 
seconds,

of the historic Dominion Express 
Company to that of the Canadian 
Pacific Express Company, a street 
parade in Montreal was held Sep- 
tember first, the day of the change 
in name, consisting of every descrip- 
tion of Express vehicle, new and old. 
Sam Nightingale, a driver of 30 
years’ service, headed the parade 
seated in a wagon of 1890 vintage, 
and hauled by “Babe,” a horse that 
has been in constant service with 
the Company for 19 years, Similar 
parades were held at Toronto, Win- 
niveg and Vancouver,

In the past de- 
cade they have caused a loss estimat- 
ed at $180,500,000. Unnumbered lives, 
mostly women and children, have 
been lost in fires, due to this most 
unnecessary cause. 

So easily prevented by common 
sense in constructing chimneys and 
keeping them clean, it is amazing that 
we should continue to build them in 
a fashion that engenders tragedies 
and losses,
